The  names  given  in  this  verse  of  the  prophecy 
re  significant.  "Heldar"  (evidently  the  same  one 
called  *TFelem"  ["Strength"  J  in  verse  fourteen) 
means  "worldly ;  enduring ;  long-lived** ;  the  name 
"Tobijah"  means  "pleasing  to  Jehovah";  the 
ame  "Jedaiah"  means  "Jehovah  has  known  ;  Je- 
\ovah  cares  (for  him)".  The  meanings  of  the 
names  of  these  mentioned  appear  to  apply  collec- 
tively to  the  remnant.  "Heldai,"  the  remnant, 
ing  in  the  world  and  having  a  transient  exis- 
tence here,  is  no  part  of  the  world  but  endures 
through  Armageddon,  and  hence  is  long-lived. 
"Tobijah"  is  pleasing  to  God  because  of  his 
faithful  devotion  to  Him;  and  "Jedaiah"  signi- 
fies not  only  that  God  knows  the  remnant,  but 
that  he  cares  for  and  preserves  them.  The  three 
en  named  had  come  from  "Babylon  and  evident- 
ly had  been  sent  as  a  delegation  by  those  Jews 
remaining  in  Uabylon,  and  had  come  to  observe 
the  work  on  the  temple  which  had  then-been  re- 
Mimed.  Zechariah  was  commanded  to  go  into 
the  house  of  Josiah  and  there  to  do  certai

hk  high  ;prikst".  (6:11)  It  seems  probable 
that  this  silver  and  #old  had  been  collected  or 
contributed  by  the  three  men  and  brought  by 
them,  because  verse  ten  says,  "'Take  of  tiikm/' 
The  Revised  Version  of  verse  eleven  agrees 
r'ith  this,  reading:  "Yea,  take  ok  thkm  stiver 
m)  oor.n."  The  fact  of  the  corning  of  tin's  delegat- 
ion of  three  men  years  after  the  original  rem- 
jant  had  returned  from  Babylon,  and  after  the 
ernple  work  had  been  resumed,  suggests  that 
the  three  men  pictured  the  same  ones  as  thos 
represented  by  Esther  and  Ruth.  (See  verse  15. 
Corresponding  to  this,  members  of  the  faithful 
remnant  class,  who  are  scattered  throughout 
the  earth,  and  therefore  are  in  the  world  but 
not  of  it,  come  and  present  themselves*  unto  th 
Lord  and  offer  their  contribution  to  the  work 
of  Jehovah's  King  and  kingdom,  and  this  was 


eshadowed  by  the  use  Zechariah  made  of  the 
silver  and  gold  brought  to  him. 

Zechariah  made  "cbow^s  [a  crowk,  Roth.y 
and  set  it  on  the  head  of  Joshua  the  high  priest, 
thus  picturing  the  crown  on  the  head  of  Christ 
Jesus.  (Ps.  21 :  3)  The  setting  was  done  by  Zech- 
ariah and  Suggests  that  it  is  the  remnant  that 
calls  attention  to  the  fact  that  Christ  is  crowned 
king-  and  has  come.  Thif>  the  remnant  do  after 
the  coming  of  the  T,ord  Jesus  to  the  temple,  and 
particularly  after  1922,  when  they  cried  out:

*vnd  his  kingdom  1"  Now  it  is  seen  that  Jehovah

(6:14)  These  men  had 
shown  their  faithfulness  by  coming  from  Baby- 
lon to  the  Lord's  house  in  "the  day  of  small 
things",  when  the  temple  was  hardly  begun. 
(Hag.  2:3)  The  Lord  shows  his  appreciation 
of  their  devotion  and  also  that  of  Josiah  (Hen), 
the  son  of  Zephaniah,  who  allowed  his  house 
to  be  used  on  this  occasion.  These  men  pictured 
the  faithful  remnant  who  share  with  Christ  . Je- 
sus in  the  honor  bestowed  upon  him  by  Jehovah, 
and  for  which  faithful  ones  he  reserves  "a  crown 
of  righteousness".

showing  that  the  four  men  named  are  honored 
with  recognition  in  Jehovah's  sanctuary,  and 
shows  that  the  remnant  are  now  gathered  to- 
gether under  Christ  at  th&  temple  and  are  at 
he  same  time  heirs  of  the  kingdom  and  joint- 
heirs  with  Christ  Jesus.  This  is  symbolized  by 
the  crown. 

The  work  of  these  men  did  not  end  with  their 
ontributions  of  silver  and  gold.  They  had  to 


the  crowning  of  Joshua  and  to  hear  the 
IMfBs  of  the  prophet,  and  now  it  devolved  on 
them  to  return  and  bear  testimony  to  others  of 
what  they  had  learned.

afar  off  are  the  ones  taken  into  the  temple  after 
the  second  outpouring  of  the  holy  spirit  and  to 
whom  those  of  the  temple  class  give  testimony. 
(Isa.  43:6,7;  I3s.  147:2;  Matt.  24:31)  Those 
who  are  thus  gathered  come  and  do  temple  serv- 
ice. These  fill  up  the  places  of  others  who  might 
have  been  of  the  temple,  and  who  were  engaged 
in  the  Elijah  work,  but  who  were  negligent  and 
stumbled  over  the  Stone  and  have  been  talking 
about  "character  building"  since,  and  have  been 
set  aside.
